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The. orgenizational break-down of Soviet Zone police as presented 
4n this report is different from that given in a report dis- 
tributed on 28 October 1948. The ceuse for this lies in the 
sweeping reorgenizetion which extended from the Germen Adminis- 
tration of the Interior to the police organizations in the 
Laender, resulting in the ebolition of the traditional break- 
down of German police into its three mein component parts 
(Administrative Folice, Criminel Folice, end Schutzpolizei). 


‘1. On 1 November 1948 the German Administretion of the Interior 
submitted to the Directorate of Internal Affairs SMA (UVD/5V4G), 
Karlshorst, the proposed Table of Organizetion for the German 
police in the Soviet Zone for the second half of the fiscal 
year 1948-1949. Although the second half of the fiscal yeer 
runs from 1 October to 31 March, the lerge-scale reorganization 
taking plece in the Cerman Administretion of the Interior pre- 
vented the latter from submitting the new T/O on the required 
date, 1 October. It is not known at this time whether or not the 
proposed T/O was approved by the SMA. |
